Dear  Pros  and  Cons:  Reading 
Pros  and  Cons ,  I  see  that  we  are, 
for  the  most  part,  hesitant  to 
quickly  cast  doubt  upon 
Management's  motives  and  re- 
structuring attempts.  Here  are 
some  questions  this  beginning 
dialogue  has  prompted  me  to  raise, 
and  some  subjective  preferences.

I 
am  very  fond  of  traditional  music 
as  well  as  contemporary,  and  like 
to  hear  from  areas  unknown  to 
me.  What  I  am  not  so  fond  of  is  a 
pan- world  smorgasbord.  I  am  dis- 
criminating and  would  like  two 
qualities:  To  stay  in  one  area  in 
depth  for  a  full  time  period  of  a 
program  and  to  know  about  it  in 
advance.  (I  envy  KFCF  listeners 
their  Alex  Vavoulis'  Greek  pro- 
grams.) 3)  I  am  in  agreement  with 
Sharon  Tremble  (Oct.  Pros  & 
Cons)  ,  Jerry  Brown  should  in- 
deed be  at  KPFA's  studio  while 
broadcasting,  and  should  engage 
more  in  dialogue  than  monologue.

Dear  Editor:  Now  that  Norma 
Scheuerkogel's  intermittent  Beat 
of  a  Different  Drum  has  been 
cancelled,  I  hear  no  programming 
relating  to  the  issues/rights  of 
people  with  disabilities.  Berke- 
ley contains  the  largest  popula- 
tion of  people  with  disabilities  in 
the  U.S.,  but  one  would  never 


guess  it  by  listening  to  KPFA.  I 
use  a  wheelchair.  I  moved  to  the 
East  Bay  20  months  ago  from 
N.Y.,  where  I  produced  a  few 
programs  for  WBAI,  KPFA's  sis- 
ter Pacifica  station,  on  its  monthly 
disability  rights  show,  DIA  (Dis- 
abled In  Action)  Speaks.  I  moved 
here  eagerly  expecting  what  I  re- 
garded as  WBAI's  tokenism  to  be 
eclipsed  by  KPFA  programming, 
which  I  anticipated  would  reflect 
the  area's  concentration  of  politi- 
cally savvy,  organized,  socially 
conscious  disability  activists.  I  am 
appalled  and  profoundly  disap- 
pointed by  this  major  program- 
ming gap.  The  disability  rights 
movement  is  one  of  the  most  sig- 
nificant mass  movements  for  so- 
cial change  to  have  developed  in 
the  U.S.  since  the  Black  civil  rights 
movement  of  the  sixties.  KPFA 
owes  it  to  its  listeners  to  provide  a 
forum  for  the  airing  of  disability 
rights  issues,  as  well  as  compre- 
hensive coverage  of  movement 
activities.  On  other  the  fronts:  I've 
listened  to  Jerry  Brown's  We  The 
People  perhaps  ten  times.  I  have 
yet  to  hear  a  woman  guest  on  his 
show,  and  only  once  did  I  hear  a 
woman  listener' s  call  taken  on  the 
air.

ECAUSE  a  Marathon-enmeshed 
Marci  Lockwood,  General  Manager, 
suggested  that  her  editorial  territory 
might  be  used  this  month  to  discuss 
KPFA's  public  events,  I  get  to  transform  my 
occasional  and  inevitably  enthusiastic  stints  on 
Bill  Sokol'  s  show  into  the  ink  you  are  looking  at. 
'Inevitably  enthusiastic'  because  I  only 
work  on  public  events,  whether  essentially  for 
KPFA  or  for  other  non-profits,  when  they 
promise  true  worth  as  community  gatherings. 
Then,  too,  there  is  the  need  to  be  reasonably 
confident  of  their  enhancing  at  least  KPFA's 
air-time  and  often  that  of  other  public  radio 
stations.  All  these  community  events  get  re- 
corded and  played  throughout  Northern  and 
Central  California.  These  programs  are  also 
offered  to  other  Pacifica  stations,  and  some- 
times are  flung  up  to  perch  on  the  public 
broadcasting  satellite  communication  system, 
thereby  becoming  available  to  all  stations  ev- 
erywhere with  satellite  access. 

This  optimizes  the  brief  hour-and-a-half  to 
two  hours  donated  by  Barbara  Kinsolver,  Cornell 
West,  Hanaan  Ashrawi,  Eduardo  Galeano,  Gore 
Vidal,  Ralph  Nader,  Maya  Angelou  -  or  even 
the  three  intense  hours  of  writers  and  activists 
who  joined  in  Berkeley  this  past  June  to  speak 
out  for  Mumia  Abu  Jamal.  Usually  these  benefit 
events  are  networked  with  non-profit  activist 
organizations,  such  as  the  Middle 
East  Children' s  Alliance.  This  en- 
sures that  a  solid  chunk  of  the 
money  raised  is  promptly  distrib- 
uted to  the  neediest  places  in  the 
form  of  medicine  or  incubators, 
dental  clinics  or  just  plain  food. 
Saturday  evening,  Novem- 
ber 4th,  will  be  a  good  one.  When 
word  appeared  in  early  March 
that  Studs  Turkel,  America's 
great  teller  of  truthful  stories, 
would  be  birthing  a  big  new  book 
this  autumn  (Coming  of  Age:  The 
Story  of  Our  Century  by  Those 
Who  've  Lived  It),  I  made  the  ob- 
vious request,  got  Studs'  solid 
and  raspy  "yeah,  sure,  sounds

great"  and  then  urged  Jessica  Mitford  to  lend  us 
her  wit.  Ronnie  Gilbert  will  give  us  a  song  or 
two.  The  Over  60  Health  Center  will  benefit,  as 
will  everyone  attending,  because  this  is  shaping 
up  with  a  broad  organic  impulse  to  be  an  event 
honoring  our  elders,  and  honoring  them  openly 
as  a  community  giving  more  than  a  damn  - 
particularly  now,  with  major  cuts  to  Medicare 
looming.  I  am  particularly  reassured  that 
KPFA's  more  venerable  volunteer  program- 
mers will  be  shown  some  authentic  gratitude  on 
this  evening.  I'm  hoping  many  of  them  will 
consider  this  an  invitation  to  accept  compli- 
mentary reserved  seats.  Old  friends,  just  drop 
me  a  note  c/o  Public  Events  at  the  station. 

This  will  be  the  first  time  that  Studs  and 
Jessica  will  have  shared  a  stage,  and  that  is  high 
voltage  humanity.

p.  HERE  HAS  BEEN  A  SEA  CHANGE 

in  the  sound  of  KPFA.  Years  of  delibera- 

Ition  about  the  health  and  product  of  this 
Pacifica  station  have  resulted  in  a  risky 
shape-shifting  of  our  air  sound.  Mid-cen- 
tury memories  and  moralizing  have  given  way  to  new 
sounds  of  the  1990's  and  beyond. 

While  many  feel  they  have  been  left  in  the  dark  by 
the  recent  format  changes,  others  have  found  the 
sound  of  the  "new  KPFA"  illuminating.  With  some  of 
the  new  voices  come  new  ways  of  seeing  and  hearing; 
the  view  from  here  onwards,  not  backwards.  By  build- 
ing upon  its  legendary  risk-taking  broadcast  history, 
this  station  is  again  transforming  itself  as  it  moves 
toward  the  year  2000. 

Pacifica  radio's  legacy  is  built  upon  alternatives. 
What  is  heard  on  this  air  is  often  unfamiliar  and 
challenging.  By  breaking  from  the  tried  and  true 
standards  of  the  commercial  AM  radio  pack  long 
ago,  Pacifica  charted  a  daring  course  for  itself,  its 
listeners,  and  for  what  has  grown  to  become  the 
American  public  broadcasting  tradition.  We  were 
the  first  in  1949.  MPR  and  PBS  followed  Pacifica' s 
lead  during  an  era  when  nonconformity  should  have 
been  a  kiss  of  death.  The  very  concept  of  a  listener- 
supported  station  was  also  unheard  of  back  then,  but 
it  took  hold,  and  its  roots  have  grown  very  deep 
indeed.  Likewise,  uncensored  programming  was 
dangerous  in  the  McCarthy  era.  Ever  since  then, 
Pacifica  has  been  challenging  accepted  notions  and 
setting  new  standards.  And  we  have  never  been 
afraid  to  break  our  own  rules  if  called  for. 

With  every  step  of  the  way,  there  has  always  been 
debate,  dissent,  compromise  and  contest.  Although 
dedicated  programmers  and  their  shows  have  come 
and  gone  over  the  decades,  what  has  endured  is  this: 
It's  not  who  is  on  the  air;  it's  what  is  on  the  air.  The 
vision  of  this  radio  station  has  been  primarily  about 
shaping  content,  not  careers. 

Over  the  past  year,  endless  hours  have  been  spent 
sitting  together  in  heated  discussion  over  updating  and 
restructuring  our  broadcast  schedule.  We  discussed 
who  was  listening  and  how  many  undiscovered  listen- 
ers are  still  out  there.  Were  we  reaching  all  those  who 
could  benefit  from  the  programming?  If  not,  how  do 
we  reach  out  to  them? 

One  of  the  fine  points  of  KPFA's  46  year-old 
mission  statement  has  been  to  extend  the  possibilities 
of  radio  as  a  medium  for  cultural  expression.  By 


encouraging  diverse  voices  and  ideas,  the  content  of 
our  air  sound  necessarily  took  on  new  of  shades  and 
meaning.  The  door  has  always  been  open  for  newcom- 
ers to  express  themselves  while  addressing  issues  of 
public  interest.  Fresh  crops  of  volunteer  producers 
have  always  flourished  in  this  atmosphere  of  openness 
and  experimentation. 

Here  too,  the  word  has  flourished.  From  traditional 
forms  of  narrative  expression — broadcast  journalism, 
news,  public  affairs—  there  emerged  a  distinct  audio 
artform.  Radio  theater  and  world  literature  found  a 
home  here.  The  arts  on  radio— and  radio  art— bore  fruit. 

Still,  the  boundaries  continued  to  shift.  The  non- 
linear, pre-cybernetic  mind  found  a  home  too.  Experi- 
mental music,  experimental  dreamscapes, 
soundscapes,  and  all  manner  of  audiocraft  became 
stock  and  trade.  Although  many  of  the  original  sound 
artists  have  moved  on,  traditional  and  exotic  artforms 
still  have  a  voice  on  KPFA. 

Despite  recent  adjustments  and  compromises  in 
the  size  and  location  of  arts  programming,  we  still 
broadcast  a  great  richness  of  imaginative  expression. 
The  arts  will  always  be  here,  as  part  of  our  tradition, 
our  mandate,  our  future. 

Where  and  when  to  hear  it? 

Tune  in  every  weekday  at  2  PM  for  Audio  Evi- 
dence: Looking  Inside  Our  Global  Village.  Here  you 
will  encounter  radio  drama,  documentaries,  mini- 
series,  mind  expanding  journeys  into  politics  and 
spirit.  Look  forward  to  mysteries  of  the  Universe, 
songs  of  protest,  poetry,  passion,  the  sounds  of  hu- 
manity and  nature. 

At  3  PM  on  weekdays,  hear  inspired  conversations 
with  authors  on  Cover  to  Cover. 

Check  in  weeknights  during  The  Eleventh  Hour  for 
more  readings,  drama  and  critical  thinking. 

On  Sunday  nights  at  7:30  PM,  try  The  Supper  Club 
for  the  sublime  and  the  outrageous  in  conversation, 
drama  and  criticism. 

You  will  hear  the  World  in  documentaries.  There 
are  many  cultures  expressing  themselves  here.  Jour- 
ney from  the  Australian  Outback  to  the  war-torn 
Balkans.  Explore  the  pain  and  meanings  behind  politi- 
cal exile  and  immigration.  Look  for  profiles  in  Ameri- 
can history. 

Cyberadio  is  alive  and  buzzing  during  The  Neo 
Radio  Hour.  Check  into  the  electronic  wizardry  of 
producers  Frank  Skillman  and  Peter  Donalds. 

You  can  hear  the  arts  beckon  in  the  skilful  writing 
and  risk-taking  vocals  of  The  Rumor  Mill  Radio  The- 
ater of  Vini  Beachem  and  Sonia  Rawal. 

Experience  the  avant-garde  soundscaping  of  Aus- 
tralian producer  Virginia  Madsen,  and  the  post-modern 
reflections  on  how  we  live  our  speedy  lives  by  Robyn 
Ravlich.  Marvel  at  the  exotic  travelogues  of  Kaye 
Mortley.  And  we  shall  always  be  dipping  into  46  years 
of  storytelling,  dramatic  readings  and  masterful  produc- 
tions housed  within  KPFA's  priceless  radio  archive. 

It  would  be  a  mistake  not  to  hail  the  inimitable, 
irreplaceable  hallmarks  of  KPFA' s  past  commitments 
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to  the  arts.  The  Morning  and  Evening  Readings,  which 
became  Word  and  Image,  andEvening  Theater  shows 
no  longer  exist.  KPFA  has  moved  into  new  directions. 
But  hopes  are  high  that  the  new  shows  outlined  above 
shall  draw  both  new  and  lost  listeners  toward  94. 1  FM 
once  again. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  embrace  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, the  fine  talents  and  volunteer  producers  who  are 
able  to  work  within  KPFA' s  new  programming  sched- 
ule. We  intend  to  foster  and  maintain  a  healthy, 
vigorous  tradition  of  the  arts  in  radio.

EW  TECHNOLOGIES  and  how  we  use 
them  are  changing  the  ways  we  think  and 
create,  as  well  as  how  we  listen  to  and  use 
the  radio.  KPFA  has  entered  the  informa- 
tion age,  and  our  opportunities  are  ex- 
panding faster  than  we  can  imagine.  Digital  commu- 
nication is  finally  coming  of  age. 

Often,  our  first  response  to  computers  and  technol- 
ogy is  to  reject  them  for  more  traditional  tools  of 
communication.  However,  new  breakthroughs,  specifi- 
cally on  the  Internet,  are  allowing  all  of  us  to  communi- 
cate faster,  easier,  cheaper  and  with  more  people. 

This  past  September  we  were  able  to  transmit 
stories  from  the  Women's  Conference  in  Hairou, 
China  via  the  Internet.  The  Chinese  government  gave 
satellite  access  only  to  CNN.  Everyone  else  had  to 
use  phone  lines  to  transmit  their  stories.  A  phonefeed 
sounds  like  a  phone  conversation,  which  can  be  very 
difficult  to  listen  to  on-air.  Using  regular  consumer 
computer  equipment,  we  were  able  to  use  ftp  (file 
transfer  protocol)  to  transfer  the  daily  stories  from 
Hairou  to  Berkeley  with  the  original  sound  intact.  It 
was  sort  of  like  sending  the  file  data  on  a  CD  over  the 
phone  lines.  Digital  information  preserves  sound 
quality.  This  is  a  big  step  forward  for  KPFA  and 
Pacifica.  It  will  greatly  enhance  our  ability  to  reach 
more  radio  listeners  around  the  country  and  the 
world.  Similar  digital  technology  was  then  used  to 
send  those  reports  on  to  Washington  for  the  Pacifica 
Network  News.  These  digitally-transmitted  special 
reports  from  China  sounded  live!  Welcome  to  the 
electronic  Global  Village. 

To  our  knowledge  this  was  the  first  time  that  digital 
audio  technology  was  used  in  this  way  by  a  non- 
commercial radio  network.  Pacifica' s  new  clear  air 
sound  was  indistinguishable  from  that  of  the  high- 
powered  commercial  networks.  Perhaps  now,  more 
citizens  will  listen  and  pay  closer  attention. 

A  hearty  round  of  thanks  goes  to  Susan  Mooney 
and  her  crew  at  Womensnet,  for  their  invaluable  help 
in  making  this  happen.  Womensnet  was  also  able  to 


put  the  Hairou  reports  up  on  the  World  Wide  Web  so 
that  people  all  over  the  world  could  download  and 
listen  to  what  was  happening  at  the  conference.  Just 
imagine:  News  reports  from  the  Women's  Confer- 
ence in  China  coming  out  of  your  computer!  The  sky's 
the  limit,  and  the  horizons  just  keep  on  expanding. 
Even  our  Folio  program  guide  is  posted  on  the  World 
Wide  Web  each  month. 

Starting  this  November,  people  who  live  outside  of 
our  signal  area  can  listen  to  our  news  programs  from 
anywhere  in  the  world.  We  will  be  featuring  Pacifica 
Network  News,  KPFA  Evening  News  and  the  Commu- 
nity Calendar  on  the  World  Wide  Web  each  day. 
Those  who  can't  listen  when  these  shows  originally 
air  can  download  the  sound  quickly  and  easily  using 
RealAudio  technology.  To  use  RealAudio,  you  mus 
download  the  RealAudio  Player.  Check  out  our  World 
Wide  Web  page  at:

Download  the  RealAudio  Player  and  listen  to  the  news 
while  surfing  the  Internet! 

Our  Music  Department  is  also  making  its  presence 
known  on  the  digital  frontier.  First  Eight,  Music  of  the 
World  and  the  Free  Form  Music  Mix  programmers  are 
putting  their  playlists  on  the  web  as  well  as  a  posting 
of  KPFA  music  programmers'  Top  10  list  each  week. 

Another  interesting  new  technology  that  is  com- 
ing of  age  is  the  new  Radio  Data  System  Receiver. 
RDS  is  a  system  that  encodes  digital  information  on 
the  FM  station's  regular  audio  signal,  creating  an 
"intelligent"  receiver.  With  an  RDS  receiver  you  can 
read  upcoming  programming  information  on  a  dis- 
play panel.  For  example,  you  can  check  for  what's 
coming  up  on  Brainstorm  or  Flashpoints  that  day.  In 
your  car,  you  can  set  your  radio  to  pick  up  all  stations 
of  a  certain  format,  such  as  news.  When  you  move  out 
of  one  station's  signal  area,  the  radio  will  automati- 
cally switch  to  the  next  station  broadcasting  news  that 
has  a  strong  enough  signal.  You  can  even  set  the 
receiver  to  pick  up  a  specific  program,  like  PNN.  If 
you're  listening  to  PNN  on  one  station,  when  you 
move  out  of  that  area,  the  receiver  will  switch  to  the 
next  station  that!s  airing  PNN!  If  there's  an  Emer- 
gency Broadcast,  the  radio  will  automatically  turn  on 
and  let  you  know  what's  happening.  If  you're  on  the 
road,  you  can  set  the  receiver  to  give  you  a  traffic 
update  periodically  regardless  of  what  you're  listen- 
ing to,  radio,  CD  or  tape. 

KPFA  has  just  acquired  a  special  transmitter  so  our 
listeners  with  RDS  receivers  can  get  the  full  benefit  of 
this  revolutionary  new  technology. 

These  are  just  a  few  of  the  exciting  new  tools  we  are 
currently  exploring.  They  will  help  us  to  to  get  the 
information  to  you  when  and  where  you  need  it.  It's  up 
to  all  of  us  to  decide  how  we  want  to  use  the  new 
information  technology  that  is  quickly  becoming  avail- 
able.
